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This is a decision on the petition filed 20 October, 2000, 
requesting that the above-identified application be accorded a 
filing date of 18 August, 2000, with Figures 41A-41D, 42, and 43 
■i;S part of the original disclosure. 

On 13 August, 2000, applicant filed the above-identified 
application. However, on 5 (October, 2000, the Office of Initial 
Fa tent Examination mailed a "Notice of Omitted Items," stating 
that a filing date had been assigned in the application; however, 
Figures 4 1A-4 1D, 42, and 4 3 described in the specification 
appeared to he omitted from the application. 

In response, on 20 October, 2000, applicant filed the present 
petition to accord a filing date of IS August, 2000, with Figures 
41A-41D, 42, and 43 as part of the original disclosure. 
Applicant asserts that the figures in question were with the 
application as initially filed on 10 August, 2000, but were 
mislabelled as Figures 43A-43D, and 44A and 44B. Applicant 
submitted one sheet of drawings, "Page 19 of 19," with Figures 
4 3A-4 3D, 4 4A, and 4 43, and one sheet of drawings, also described 
.as "Page 19 of 19" with the same figures labeled Figures 4 1A-41D, 
4 2, and 43, respectively. 

A review of the record reveals that applicant filed 18 sheets of 
drawings, labeled Pages 1-18 of 19, with the application papers 
■.■r; 18 August, 2000. The figures described on Page 19 of 19 filed 
with the present petition, were not container cn any cf the 
sheets of drawings f.ileo with the original application papers on 
1- August, 200(9. Because Figures 4 1A-4ID, 42, and q; we- re not 
present on 18 August, 2000, the date the application was filed, 
Figures 41A-41D, 42, and 43 cannot be considered a part of the 
original disclosure of the application. Accordingly, the 
application cannot be accorded the filing date of 18 August, 
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2000, with the drawings of Figures 41A-41D, 42, and 43 as a part 
of the original disclosure. 

Accordingly, the petition is dismissed . 

figures 41A-41D, 42, 43, submitted with the present petition on 
10 October, 2000, will not be entered or used during the 
prosecution of this application. However, applicant may resubmit 
the matter included in Figures 41A-41D, 42, and 43 as an 
amendment: for consideration by the examiner under Sections 
608.02 (p) and 608.04 of the Manual of Patent Examining Procedure. 

Any request for reconsideration should be filed within TWO (2) 
MONTHS of the date of this decision in order to be considered 
timely. 37 CFR 1.181(f). This time period may not be extended 
pursuant to 37 CFP 1.136.
